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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per claim 1 , the applicant argues that Treyz 
does not teach that a memory stores a unit toll for each section atong a highway However, in Col. 1 1 , lines 51-56, Treyz et al shows that a 
GPS receiver at the station indicates the position of the base station. In addition, col. 44, lines 1 5-20 of Treyz et al shows that location 
information corresponding to the geographical position using a local map database [detected using a GPS receiver] is stored in storage, 
therefore, base station locations are stored in some type of memory since they are detected by the GPS receiver. In addition col. 55,lines 
3-9 of Treyz discloses that toll information on a region's requirements are stored. The applicant also argues that there is no motivation to 
combine the Treyz and Hassett references. However, both references disclose systems where in-vehicle computers are used to process 
transactions, which include toll payments, and therefore, the combination of Treyz with Hassett is valid. As per independent claims 17, 18- 
20 and 23, the applicant argues this claim for similar reasons as independent claim 1 , and these claims are therefore rejected for the 
same reasons of those with respect to claim 1 ..
